Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video file is a selfie video depicting in close up a child urinating and then wiping herself. While 
no sexual conduct takes place, the close focus on the genitals of a young girl while she urinates gives 
the activity a sexual reading. The video is likely to be titillating to viewers with a prurient interest in 
young girls and also those with a sexual interest in urination. The video is therefore deemed to be 
objectionable because it promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual purposes and 
tends to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. It is classified 
objectionable under ss3(2)(a) and 3(2) (d), respectively, of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of 





expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is 
consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) be deemed objectionable.
